ASKS RAISE IN ALLOWANCES 

There are differences in the cdst 
of living; but nowhere is there such 
a difference that would permit a 
differential of seven hundred per 
cent. We must raise the lower al- 
lowances to a more satisfactory 
minimum, we must increase all al- 
lowances and reach a higher maxi- 
mum, and we must decrease the dif- 
ferential between the maximum and 


the minimum.”

EAR MIKE GOLD! Before leaving a Fascist prison 

camp, where I was confined more than a year, the 14 
Americans released, including myself, pledged ourselves 
to our 75 buddies remaining there, that we would not rest 
until we had secured their freedém—that we would con- 
tinue working for their final release, and that prior to that 
time when they are finally releasedy we pledged ourselves 
to send them packages of cigarettes, candy, foodstuffs and 
other priceless things that would make their life so much 


better while in prison. 


It was with this pledge in mind that I left on a national tour 
involving all the principal cities in the United States. 

Wherever I went—in meetings held in the little steel towns in 
Pennsylvania, in coal mining towns of the same state, I was well re- 
ceived. I can recall the time I spoke before the Central Labor Body 
in New Kensington, Pa. After I had addressed the meeting for ten 
minutes, a motion was made to donate $10 for the work for the release 
of the prisoners. When the final vote came, it was passed unanimously 
and the Central Labor Body donated $50.00. 

Tt was the same in Cleveland, and so right through into Chicago. 
Wherever I went I was greeted with tremendous turnouts. All wanted 
to know the conditions of the people behind the Fascist lines and the 
question usually asked was “Do the people really support Franco?” 
Wherever I went it was the same. Leaving the industria) section in

Struggles in Spain as 
Seen by Marx, Engels 


REVOLUTION IN SPAIN, by Karl Marx and Frederick Engels. International Pub- 
lishers. 61.78.

At this moment the Spanish people are defending their 
Republic at terrific cost and with magnificent courage in the 


face of intensified diplomatic 
the part of the international 


and military aggression on 
fascist cabal. The final out- 


come, however, remains clear once one understands how 


deeply rooted is the struggle of the @ 


Spanish masses for national ‘inde- 
pendence and democratic liberation. 
Naturally their struggle is not 
ended merely because the fascist 
powers and their appeaser-allies 
have “legalized” the rebellion which 
they have openly nourished for the 
past two and a half years. But, 
on the contrary, it will continue be- 


cause the Spanish people can be 
expected to improve upon their 
heroic traditions of resourcefulness 
and determination to fight vigor- 
ously and victoriously for democ- 
racy. 


Experiences in a series of revo- 
lutionary struggles in 19th Century 
Spain cradled these traditions: The 
popular movement of 1808-14; the 
revolt of 1820-23; the period from 
1834 to 1843; the uprisings of 1854- 
56; and the revolt of 1873. Out 
of these battles for the establish- 
ment of the bourgeois democratic 
revolution has come a people will- 
ing and able to put up infinke re- 
sistance to win their freedom. 

Both Marx and Engels were quick 
to appreciate the national and in- 
ternational significance of the 
Spanish uprisings; and with char- 
acteristic thoroughness they set to 
work to master the history of that 
country, to study the causes and 
the course of the revolts and to 
draw lessons from them for the 
guidance of the working class. They 
found in them “one of the most 
touching and instructive chapters 
in all modern history.” 

Revolution In Spain is the @uit 
of the study. Marx’ contributions 
are a series of eight articles writ- 
ten for the New York Tribune in 
which he deals brilliantly and at 
considerable length with the revolts 
of 1808-14, analyses the tap-roots 
of the resistance to Napoleon, sum- 
marizes the famous Constitution of 
1812, and examines the shortcom- 
ings of the popular movement of 
that whole period. In addition, 
Marx writes of the uprisings of 18544 
and 1856 and discusses the nefari- 
ous role of the opportunist Espar- 
tero. Engels, for his part, con- 
tributes a penetrating sketch of the 
Spanish Army of 75 years ago, an 
account of the Moorish campaign, 
and an extremely important dis- 
cussion of the Bakuninists in the 
revolution of 1873. 


Marx was not concerned with 
reciting history for its own sake, 
for he realized that the present 
takes ‘much of its shape from the 
past. In studying Spain, therefore, 
Marx probes deeply into its feudal 
society to find an explanation for 
the lack of centralization under an 
absolute monarchy, in the same 
manner as he describes the social 
and economic development of the 


country in his search to find out 
why the uprisings of the period 
were defeated. : 

Both Marx and Engels, of course, 
understood that the Spain of their 
time was struggling to establish the 
democratic revolution. They saw 
such a step as historically neces- 
Sary and progressive, and their 
writings reveal their preoccupation 


— ee 


with the most minute details of 
that struggle. 

Both the founders of scientific 
socialism regarded the movement 
for a democratic Spain as one 
which would sooner or latter 
triumph. Its course, they foresaw, 
might be often mterrupted, but 
never defeated. 

Revolution In Spain is not only 
a model of historical criftsmanship 
for its readability ana its use of 
the dialectic method, but it is a 
book which every friend of Spain 
should read and re-read. Its les- 
sons, of course, cannot be applied 
mechanically to the present situa- 
tion, but that situation cannot be 
properly understood without a 
thorough knowledge of the revo- 
lutionary experiences of the Span- 
ish people. 

Marx’ and Engels’ brilliant and 
masterful analysis of those expe- 
riences should be part and parcel 
of the intellectual equipment of 
everyone who wants to understand 
some of the basic reasons why the 
Spanish people are capable of in- 
exhaustible resistance, why Spain 
has undergone a “unique” develop- 
ment, and why —as Joseph Stalin 
has put it—the cause of Spain “is 
not the private affair of the Span- 
iards, but the common cause of all 
advanced and progressive man- 
kind.”

But when he was sent down to Syracuse, 
which at the time was a Cincinnati farm, he was shifted to the 
outfield. As a gardner he has one thing to learn and if he can 
earn it he's a cinch to stick. His one weakness, according to 
an ex-teammate, is his inability to judge line drives hit at him. 
He can go across to his right or left and gather them in. But 
a ball hit at him gives him trouble. He charges in on 2 ball he 
should go back for and vice versa. If they can teach that boy 
how to judge a line drive, he should make the grade. 

Last year Max West in 123 games hit for nothing better than 
234. But young Master West who is. only 22 has filled out since 
then and the extra poundage should make the difference. Maxie, a 
local boy, hailing from Alhambra a suburb of L.A., did bat in 63 runs 
which isn't too bad.
